call for the school library to car­ 
ry no more than six Bibles of 
the King .James version, and an 


inventory of tne library to see 
if there are other versions. 
At Pennsbury 
William Ingraham, regional su­ 
perintendent of 
the 
Pennsbury 
Schools, said the program won’t 
be set up till after August I when 
the adm inistrative staff returns 
from vacation. He declined fur­ 
ther comment. 
Dr. Richard W. Seltzer, head 


of Bristol Borough Schools, said 
his district will wait till it gets 
definitive instructions from 
Dr. 
Charles H. Boehm, state super­ 
intendent of instruction. 
Dr. Boehm has recommended 
that teachers substitute silent de­ 
votions at morning exercises, but 
the recommendation has not been 
made official policy. 
“We have no plans for remov­ 


ing Bibles at present,” Dr. Selt­ 
zer said. “ I don’t think it will be 
necessary.” He said opening ex­ 
ercises might devote more at­ 
tention to American traditions. 
Dr. Oliver Heckman, superin­ 
tendent of Neshaminy School Dis­ 
trict, says whatever action his 
district takes will be done with­ 
out fanfare. 
“ If removal of Bibles is nec­ 


essary, it can be done through 
a simple memo to teachers to 
bring Bibles to the office. 
Will Adhere 
“We’re going to adhere to the 
Supreme Court decision,” he said. 
“ We will not continue Bible read­ 
ings or recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer, but we have not decided 
what we will substitute.”

In his address in the Plaza of

m arked the 10th anniversary of 
his unsuccessful attack on the 
Moncada arm y barracks in San­ 
tiago, Cuba, w'ith one of the most 
violent attacks on the U.S. since 
he cam e into power in 1959. 


But his charge that Washington 
had “swindled” him out of $10 
million worth of ransom goods 
pledged for the release of the 
1,113 Cuban Bay of Pigs prison­ 
ers cam e as a surprise. 


“The United States was obliged 
to pay $53 million but they paid 
only $43 million and they are ab­ 
solute swindlers,” he told a roar­ 
ing crowd estimated by the gov­ 
ernors at several hundred thou­ 
sand. 


New York Attorney Jam es B. 
Donovan, who handled the nego­ 
tiations for the prisoners’ release, 
“was prevented from fulfilling 
the agreem ents with us IOO per 
cent,” Castro said.

Korean Conflict 
Ended IO Yrs. Ago 


Today m arks a special anni­ 
v ersary -o n e that is little her­ 
alded and will certainly go un­ 
celebrated. 
Ten years ago today one of the 
bloodiest wars in history came 
to a halt—the Korean Conflict in 
which 7,957 persons now living 
in Bucks County participated. 
American casualties in this war 
were heavy: 33,629 killed, 20,617 
dead from 
non-combat 
causes, 
103,284 wounded, and 24 missing. 
In the 37 months of fighting 
more than 1,000,000 civilian men, 
women, and children of Korea 
were killed, and several million 
m ade homeless. The w ar caused 
over $1,000,000,000 in dam age. To­ 
tal casualties for United Nations 


and South Korean troops came to 
more than 1,460,000. 
Not Officially Over 
The war is still not officially 
over, for the truce which ended 
the fighting has not been super­ 
seded by a peace treaty. 
One Lower Bucks resident who 
rem em bers the day of the truce 
is Lou 
Williams, 
librarian 
at 
Neshaminy High school He was 
in Korea on that date, an Army 
sergeant attached to Headquar­ 
ters, 40th Infantry Division, 8th 
Army.

point is that efforts to seek new 
agreem ents will go forward.” 
Meets With Khrushchev

future, rather than the past, was 
uppermost in Kennedy’s mind in 
scheduling today’s visit.

There is significant opposition 
to it, including that of Sen.

One key point, in term s 
of the Senate debate, that he tried 
to make:

have,

all the nuclear strength that we 
need . . . and our security is not 
therefore, impaired, by the treaty 
I am discussing.” 
The President made painstak­ 
ing efforts to boom values of the 
treaty—even pointing up that the 
United States could detect Soviet

“ hundreds and 
thousands 
and millions of miles away from 
the earth.”

said.
